The meeting today, according to Mr. Fitzpatrick, was not for the pur­ 
pose of taking a vote on whether or not to defer the strike, but to perfect 
arrangem ents for carrying the strike order into effect. 
He said he knew 
of no request front any source to postjsme the strike, although ho was fa­ 
miliar with rho wish of President Wilson that all labor disputes he held in 
n bcjance pending the industrial conference. 
Bitter Attack Upon Gary 


"W hat is the opinion of labor leaders in the s te e l industry as to tire 
possibility of the strike being deferred?" Mr, Fitzpatrick was asked. 
■'These men are not weathervane*," replied Fitzpatrick. 
"They do not 
veer around with every wind that blows." 
Mr. Fitzpatrick wa* bitter in his denunciation of tho methods alleged ta 
have been UM*d to pi event steel workers from organizing. 
“In tho last ll 
days," he declared, "seven of our organizers have been murdered. 
Gary’s 
thugs are responsible for this. 
There is no room In the United States for 
Gary aud his thugs on the one hand and the unions on the other.

"If the demands of the men should be met," said Mr. Furuseth, “the sup 
ply of ore would have been shut off and the men would be without material 
witfc which to work when they return."

Although definite plans in connection with the movement have 
not been completed, the health Ivoard, und< r whose direction the 
clean-up will Ie made, undoubtedly will designate two or three 
days or perhaps a week, when an appeal will be made to all resi­ 
dents to clean out attics, cellars and out-of-the-way places where 
disease germs are likely to be found. 
Refuse will be collected and 
hauled away by city teams, if tentative plans are put into effect. 
Tips is a move in the right direction, irrespective of the ex­ 
pense—and it is not believed the cost of a clean-up will he mon 
than $500. 
Exports agree that the awful toll exacted by the in­ 
fluenza epidemic last fall would have been reduced had proper at­ 
tention to sanitary conditions and civic cleanliness he given. 
And speaking a1 out clean-up days, it is riot a had blea to have 
an annual observance, for, aside from the importance from a health 
standpoint, these campaigns tend to instill civic pride in the hearts 
of the people. 
And clean streets, alleys and back yards do not 
give visitors a bad impression of a city.

THOSE WAR FORTUNES. 
The United State*, as everybody knows, is full of war fortunes. 
It is absurd to say, as envious radicals have often said, that the 
rich drove the country into war, for the profit there was in it. 
But it is certain that the conflict increased the wealth of the rich, 
and more than that, brought wealth to grext numbers of ciizens 
who had formerly been merely well-to-do. 
It bas been estimated that there are 17,000 “war millionaires." 
There are probably tens of thousands who have risen all at once 
to the half-million class. 
It is this great multiplication of modi rate-sized fortunes— and 


a million must now be reckoned as moderate— which is the most 
remarkable result of war business. 
A prominent investm ent banker remarks that it would be un­ 
fair, in spite of the enormous war profits made, and the enormous 
increase in the volume of wealth, to assume a very great percent 
ape of “profiteers." 
He explains: 
“Many men had this wealth literally forced on them. 
Men 
who perhaps had hoped to accumulate $100,000 during their life­ 
time have gone past this mark without recognizing it or remem­ 
bering they had it until they found them selves in the inillionain 
class. 
They were flooded with orders which could not be taken 
care of by the large concerns in the established trade channels, so 
while many men and many concerns, wealthy and prosperous be­ 
fore the war, have accumulated a surplus of IOO poi' cent during 
the past five years, the small manufacturer has become the equal 
in wealth of his former leaders and has perhaps added several 
thousand'per cent to his original surplus and capital. 
“We have seen the small investor make many thousand per­ 
cent on his securities, bought for income purposes, because he hap­ 
pened to own shares in a small rather than a large corporation." 
Those who had millions before we entered the war naturally 
made a great deal of additional money ; but they did not increase 
their fortunes at anywhere near the rate of those whose fortunes 
were small to begin with. 
The war proved to be essentially the 
opportunity of the small business man and small capitalist. Thus 
it might be called a democratic war even in its distribution of 


profits. 
In almost every industrial community in the I nitcd M ates 
there are manufacturing concerns that were unknown before ti l 
war, which are now big and highly respected, and which have 
made a good deal more money on their capitalization than the 
United States Steel Trust, or than even those paragons of war 
prosperity, Bethlehem Steel and General Motors.
